Church. 
On the same principle il is pro- 


posed to dig up the old Liberiv Tree, a 
ihe hend of Thames street, and plant a 
new one,, and caJI i! the Liiicrty Tree,— 
and ihira impose it off as genuiue, a few 
years hence to those who are not ye 
born. The Episcopal Church has go
